CoJJ/iiMjjiaiicT lilijtsh Cadman, 'iulni 
became a Salvation Army Officer 
from- Rugby, in 1876, tcifl.c promoted 
to Glory, fioiii Jiis home at Calford. 
im Mtiiiday, Dccfmbcr i::th, at llu- 
aye of 84. 

THUS closed the earthly career of 
one of The Army's most out- 
standing figures. 
Many volumes could he filled with 
accounts of this- intrepid warrior's ex- 
ploits, He consecrated the methods 
of the circus anii the stroct-R'anK and 
used thcni to win thousands from the 
Devil's ranks. V/ithnut its Elijah 
Cadman, The .4imy would not be 
quite what it has become. He made 
his unique contiibution to the Orjfan- 
izalion which, in all parts of the 
^vorld, will honoi- the memory of thi.s 
vouch diamond in a Commissioner'.^ 
coat, chanped by the power of God 
from a dangerous RuRby lowdy into 
a soul-winner of Jnteinational influ- 
ence! 

The Funeral service, conducted by 
the General in the Mildniay Confer- 
ence Hall, was- characterized by a 
note of victory, borrow there was— 
thoiipli not fi-rief .sucb a.^; tho.N- know 
who .sorrow without hope — but the 
iloiirnatiniij note was that of praise 
for a life of wonderful victor.v — the 
victory of one who had "come out of 
great tribulation — and whose robes; 
M'cre made white in the Blood of the 
Lamb." 

The General, who was supported 
on the platform bj' Mrs. Booth and 
the International Commissioners, in 
the cour.se of hi.s address referred to 
his lonR and intimate knowledRC of 
the Conuiii.ssioner, and spoke of 
thL' Ki'eat esteem and dec-n affection 
which he felt for the Commissioner. 
"In ii sense," said the General. "Cad- 
man and I RTcw up together in 'fhe 
Army- 1 knew him both as an Offi- 
cer and personally. He was a genuine 
diamond! He loved God — he loved 
souls — lie loved The Army^he loved 
the Founder. His love for the souls 
of the worst was an example. Not 
only was it a zealous love, but T 
niar\'elled at the persistence— the 
tenacity of it. I remember on one 
occasion circumstances made it neces- 
sary for me to return to a Hall late 
in the evcniuR, long after the nieet- 
inf? had ended. The Hall was in 
darkness, hut there in a little room 
at the hack was Cadman, pleading 
with and praying for a notorious sin- 
ner who had not been able to 'fi-ot 
through' at the penitent-form. Then, 
too, even when he had to face the 
Kreatest persecution, Cadman had 
the Rift of finding something to re- 
joice over in every situation." 

Others who spoke included Colonel 
Edwin, who spoke of the Commis- 
sioner's power in prayer and his 
preat heart of love; and Commis- 
sioner Richards, who referred to the 
time when he was the Commissioner's 
Chief Secretary for the Social Work. 
Mr.s. Conim'ssioncr Lamb and Com- 
missioner HojjRard also tonlt part. 

The snoiv had spread its soft, 
white mrnitle over the j5;round befot^ 
the procession reached Abney Park 
Cemetery, the Westminster Abbey of 
The Salvation Army, and it was still 
amidst fall'njf flakes so s.vmbolic of 
purity that Commissioner Hurren, 
the British Commissioner, conducted 
the Committal service in the presence 
of a preat satherinR of Salvationists 
and friends. 

Tribute was paid to the life and 
influence of Comm'ssioner Cadman 
by several Officer-comrades, and the 
throng dispersed with a plorious 
hope — a certainty that a redeemed 
sp'ritt a soul made whiter than the 
snow, had entered into the jo.v of his 
Lord and Saviour. ' 



ELIJAH CADMAN besan the life 
of a disturber at an early ape. 
When he was five months old, a 
sister, driven to distraction by his 
continuous prote.sts, dropped him into 
a deep sowor-holc in the hope that lie 
would never he hoard of apain! His 
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around him a panR of rouffhs whom 
he so <lrilled in hiwlessnes.s that they 
doni'natod the whole district sur- 
rounding Rugby; he was dubbed 
"King of the Roughs." 

It is entirely in kpeninL"- with the 
whole story of his life' that ho was 
f'rst definitely convicted of sin at a 
piililic liunifini;', to see which he and 
ills friends had journeyed to War- 
wick, the spectacle beinR meant to 
complete a lawless Christinas. As 
the small but rcrioiibtablc leader of 
the expedition caufiht sishl of the 
faces of the two men as they swung 
from the (fallow.s, a voice in his ear 
Kai<l, "l';ii.iah. lliut'.s what you'll coiiin 
to!" The "prophet" was a male 
inakinn- a ('i-iffhtful .iest, but in the 
tw'nklinfr of an eye Cadinun had re- 
solvcvl nover to touch drink aM:ain. 

Soon afterwards, Klijah was con ■ 
verted, after smashing up his box- 
inif-roonis, and he announced the 
astonisliiiiff fact to the world by 
intcrriijjtinfc a Methodi.st preacliei'V 
sei'iiion with wilil yells of "Glory!" 
Many of his pals wmyc soon con- 
verted also, and (Madman became a 
noted rr\-ivalist. .Some years later 
he visited l.nnilon, and \v;illrinp; down 
the Whitechapol Road heard a 
preacher talking about "Election." 
As ^ soon as Hie man had finished. 
F.Iijah waK on his stool proclaim :'n^■ 
Salvation for pvpiybody! 

Satisfied that lie had home his 
witness, he jumped into a liorse-

mother, lio\\e\-er, seai'ched until she 
found the child, and so saved for 
Rupby's ratcpayens another burden, 
within tweivp months, liiI.s baby, 
with his brother.s, .sisters, and moth- 
er, arrived at the work house.

"education" in the subterranean dim- 
ne.<;K. He developed rapidly under 
this novel and dx-astic treatment, for, 
discovering- that a frlinimer of liffht 
in a dark corner indicated the exist- 
ence of a chimney, he tauffht h'lnself 
a trade by cscnpinK from school. 

At five and a half .vears of ape, 
thus equipped with a callinR, he bo- 
pan work as a swoop.

What the Leader 
of the Chi-istian Mission thought of 
bis latest recruit can be judged by 
an extract from the Foundei'a diary 
of that period: "Interviewed Cad- 
man, the swcej) from Rugby — a 
roujjli ftom — he offered for the Mis- 
sion—accepted him." Mr. Cadman 
had prospered, but he sold his busi- 
ness, and came to London to take 
eharRc of our Hackney Mission Hall, 
Who can tell of the Commissioner's 
exploits in The Arm.v — of how his 
insatiable "love of a fight" bore him 
through obstacles made the more 
formidable by his tactics — of liis un- 
ending originality — of his popularity 
with the crowd whose language he 
iiseil with a roug-h but effective elo- 
t|uencc — of his iiiiprisonments, his 
ron()uesls of infidel strongholds, his 
dynamic energy, his shrcwilnoss, and 
not least bis sublime faith for the 
worst 7 

The Commissioner could neither 
road nor v\-rite when he was saved; 
coii^equcnlh' he learnt songs and 
pas.sages of Scripture off by heait 
and ga\c them out with the book 
upside down! But, his mind quiclron- 
ed by the Holy Spirit, and devotedK 
taugiit by Mrs. Cadman — who was

In 1S77, ;jl Whitby, one of his 
earliest charges, his ready wit made 
hj.ctory. .-ill Europe wa.s watehintr .1 
struggle between Russia and Turkey, 
;inrl every one was talking in aimy 
terms; s" Cndmnn. announcing a Msit 
of the Founder, broke the news that 
"The Goneral of tiie Halleluiah 
Army" was coming- This was the 
first time that the title General wa*- 
public!.!- given to the Foiiiider. Sucli 
apt descriptions were readily taken 
up and later made official. 

Exploits were performed at Leeds, 
then a stronghold of infidelitv 
Thence Cadman went to Coventrv, 
liis home town, where, surrounded h\ 
a howling moh of sympathizers, ne 
rode off to Warwick Jail, to sene 
fourteen days' imprisonment on the 
spot where God had first spoken fo 
him. Hundreds found the Saiiour 
during his bitter Winter stay at 
Neivcastle. Then he was made v 
Major and appointed to the Yoik 
shire Division. Memorable, daslimp 
days! Nine and a half years he and 
Mrs. Cadman labored in the North 
of England, Corps springing up 01 
moors and in valleys, hy stream an" 
sea, until The Army became a house 
bold word from Trent to Tweed 

Appointed to International Head 
quarters in 18SS. Colonel Cadmar 
placed his native shrewdness ant 1 
read.v inind at The Army's disposa | 
to good effect. In IRflO he was giiei f 
the oversight of the Men's Socia 
Work in Great Britain, and for ter 
years used hia "knock-dowu-tilQ 
DeWl-and-jump-on-him" spirit ti 
solve problems financial, adminiiti 1 
tive, imd .spiritual in order to — usinj 
one of his familiar phrases^"mak( , 
a people which are not a people " 

When appointed as Internatiom 
Traveling Commissioner, he went fai ^

Up to that 
time, except as a lad at home in 
Nottinprham, he had licen a chapel 
man, workinp: ;>niid pulpits an-1 
sacraments, choirs and or;rans — 
overythinir proper and decent and in 
order. So that when he first took to 
the streets ho had an awful struKfv!e 
— the smallest interruption nearly 
upset hi.s 'apple-earti* It was only 
his love for the people's souls, anil 
iiis liiprh appreciation of the unique 
opportun'ty presented hy this method, 
that uphcid him and kept him true to 
his purpose. ■ 

"It is quite true that he was most 
apt in seizing any passing' event 
upon which to hanp: his talk — a race, 
a murilei-. a shipwreck, a fire, a 
priKe-fight, a strike, a sudden death, 



Ii raiKva>' Niuash, a slartlinn: play, an 
election- -thouKh he never touched 
politifs. Bui none of this wa.s done 
without due llioUK'hl and e;ire. His 
humor c:iin[i to him often in flashes, 
but his definite appeal to the people 
was something over which he had 
I'Oiidcred ami prayeil and probably 
tidked '.'-ilh snmeliody on the way to 
ibe meetin.e."

decision on this mighty question — to 
lie saveil or to r,e lost? 

A New Departure 

"Now 1 must stop, altliouph on 
thi.s tJieme I could jro on speaking 
the whole day! But here is all this 
work awaiting' me!" — pointinft with 
despair to the document-laden tables. 
"1 will onlv sav further: The Rreat 
lesson of it all is tliat William Booth, 
wilhoiit previous training', experi- 
ence, or eriuijiment, without any- 
thin'j hut love — loi-o — love — and faith 
in God, iaa'.'.2r'j;'r-ted here a ne<v 
departure in the rolif^ious life of the 
world. -Anti he did it with a sinple 
eye (o (5ofls elory, and notwith- 
standimr his consciousne.,;s of his nwn 
we:iknes= an,t in the spirit whicli 
made him willins: to bo mohbed, to 
lie riflieuled. to have his name cast 
out as offal." Then tho General add- 
ed with srippinfr impressivenoss: 

"I venture to say that there are 
tens of thousands of men and 
women in The Salvation Army to- 
day who have never made any such 
effort as this, and yet who coutd^ — 
God helping them — do something of 
the same kind, with simiilar effect, 
and be worthy to take their place 
on some other sacred spot even as 
William Booth is worthy to have his 
name commemorated on the Mile 
End Waste. Hallelujah! Fire a 
volley!"

It is also in ni.y mind to have mid- 
day meetings in the Temple, so that 
people can spend part of their lunch 
hour in prayer and devotion. 

"In the Summer I am going on a 
Motor Campaign in several Divisions, 
visiting as many Corps as possible. 
Field Days and Camp Meetings are 
also to be held, by means of which we 
hope to attract and influence num- 
bers of people who would not enter 
our buildings on account of the 
Summer heat.
